State  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  Warren,  Penna. 

June  1,  1922. 

To  Hon.  John  M.  Baldy,  Commissioner,  Department  of 
Public  Welfare,  State  of  Pennsylvania. 

Sir: 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  State  Hospital  for  the 
Insane,  at  Warren,  Pennsylvania,  has  the  honor  of  sub- 
mitting the  thirty-seventh  report  of  the  hospital,  cover- 
ing the  biennial  period  ending  May  31,  1922. 

The  hospital  population  of  1539  patients  reported  in 
the  last  biennial  period  has  increased  to  1649  patients 
remaining  in  the  hospital  June  1,  1922.  The  increase 
would  have  been  larger  but  for  the  very  liberal  use  of 
the  parole  system.  It  has  been  the  policy  of  this  hospital, 
for  many  years,  to  grant  parole  privilege  to  all  patients, 
when  conditions  seemed  favorable  for  such  a  trial,  and 
as  in  the  past,  many  patients  thus  paroled  remain  at 
home  for  indefinite  periods.  Requests  for  such  paroles 
are  never  refused  when  a  patient's  condition  warrants 
trial,  and  the  hospital  initiative  is  frequently  taken  in 
sending  patients  to  the  custody  of  their  friends  or  the 
county  authorities. 

During  the  first  half  of  the  biennial  period  reported, 
the  hospital  operated  at  a  deficit  amounting  to  $113,- 
975.87  for  the  year  ending  May  31,  1921.  This  result 
was  to  some  extent  due  to  the  fact  that  the  maintenance 
rate  for  indigent  patients  remained  at  $5.00  weekly,  a 
rate  considered  barely  adequate  before  the  war.  The 
last  legislature  increased  the  rate  to  $6.00  weekly,  an 
amount  which  has  proven  barely  adequate  to  meet  needs 
for  the  year  ending  May  31,  1922.  The  reduction  in 
the  cost  of  staple  supplies  has  been  offset  by  the  in- 
creased amount  paid  in  wages.  This  increase  is  not  due 
to  any  recent  raise  in  wages,  which  in  mechanical  depart- 
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ments  is  now  less  than  given  to  similar  workmen  in  the 
district  and  in  the  case  of  others  not  exceeding  that  paid 
by  other  similar  hospitals,  but  to  the  fact  that  the  num- 
ber of  employees  now  approaches  the  normal  quota  for 
the  necessary  work  of  the  hospital.  The  number  of 
employees  was  far  below  normal  in  recent  years.  It  is 
improbable  that  the  hospital  can  be  operated  according 
to  desirable  standards  on  a  lesser  sum  than  $6.00  weekly 
for  the  support  of  indigent  patients,  and  the  legislature 
should  be  requested  to  make  this  the  maintenance  rate 
for  an  indefinite  period.  The  increase  was  given  only 
for  the  biennial  period  ending  May  31,  1923.  For  many 
years  this  hospital,  with  others  in  the  state,  has  operated 
with  an  annual  deficit  which  the  Warren  State  Hospital 
has  kept  to  a  minimum  by  allowing  furnishings  and 
equipment  to  fall  to  the  lowest  possible  point  consistent 
with  successful  hospital  operations.  The  increased  in- 
come will  allow  replacements  and  increase  in  the  depleted 
equipment. 

Successful  farming  operations  for  the  two  years  have 
gone  far  to  cut  down  deficits  for  one  year  and  to  enable 
us  to  live  within  our  income  during  the  hospital  year 
just  ended.  There  have  been  unusually  good  crops, 
particularly  of  vegetables  and  garden  truck,  and  the 
dairy  and  hennery  products  have  been  better  than  at 
any  time  in  the  history  of  the  hospital. 

The  appropriation  of  $150,000  granted  for  the  erec- 
tion of  a  reception  hospital  remains  unexpended.  When 
the  last  legislature  convened,  it  was  found  that  the  cost 
of  building  construction  had  increased  approximately 
three  fold  over  that  prevailing  at  the  time  the  appropria- 
tion was  first  granted  and  when  construction  was  delayed 
on  account  of  war  conditions.  After  conference  with 
the  Appropriation  Committees,  it  was  decided  to 
draw  a  bill  asking  for  sufficient  funds  to  complete  the 
building  and  to  await  the  resumption  of  more  normal 
conditions  in  the  building  trade. 

Special  appropriations  aggregating  $61,550  were  re- 
ceived. Most  of  the  work  or  replacements  made  possible 
by  these  appropriations  has  been  completed  or  is  now 
under  construction,  and  all  such  work  requiring  the  super- 
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vision  of  various  state  departments,  has  been  inspected  as 
performed,  or  submitted  for  approval  in  the  case  of 
work  not  yet  completed. 

Since  the  war,  the  hospital  has  been  selected  by  the 
government  for  the  care  of  insane  soldiers  resident  in 
western  Pennsylvania,  and  in  addition,  many  such  sol- 
diers requiring  neuropsychiatric  examinations  and  report 
to  the  government,  have  been  admitted  to  the  hospital 
as  voluntary,  private  patients,  for  the  purpose  of  exami- 
nation, diagnosis  and  report,  pending  the  organization 
of  a  permanent  micdical  service  by  the  government,  in 
this  section  of  the  state.  The  hospital  is  now  relieved 
of  such  examinations  but  is  to  be  used  indefinitely  for 
the  care  and  treatment  of  soldiers  requiring  hospital 
detention.  In  addition  to  the  treatment  of  com-mitted 
patients,  the  hospital  has  received  many  individuals 
sent  in  from  the  hospital  district  for  the  purpose  of 
diagnosis  and  report  upon  conditions  necessitating  neuro- 
psychiatric methods  and  experience. 

An  out-patient  clinic  has  also  been  established  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  surrounding  community  in  the  exami- 
nation of  such  persons  as  may  be  referred  by  courts, 
school  nurses.  Red  Cross  and  other  charitable  agencies. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  looks  forward  to  the  future 
with  the  expectation  that  the  hospital  will  be  of  more 
and  more  service  to  the  comimunity  in  such  extramural 
activities  and  expects  that  with  the  beginning  return  to 
normal  conditions,  the  larger  work  of  the  hospital  in 
all  its  departments  will  increase  in  its  efficiency  and  use- 
fulness to  the  state. 

The  Board  regrets  to  announce  the  death  of  a  member, 
Mr.  Charles  Schimmelfeng,  who  for  many  years  had 
served  as  a  Trustee,  giving  freely  of  his  time  and  excellent 
judgment  to  supervision  of  the  hospital's  activities. 
His  duties  were  never  performed  in  a  perfunctory  manner 
and  he  gave  to  the  service  of  the  hospital  at  all  times  the 
same  degree  of  attention  which  he  had  devoted  to  his 
own  affairs  during  a  long  period  of  successful  business 
activities.  He  will  be  greatly  missed  by  his  associates 
on  the  Board  and  by  the  officers  of  the  hospital. 

The  continued  service  of  Dr.  H.  W.  Mitchell  as  Superin-

tendent  and  Physician-in-Chief  of  this  hospital,  to  which 
he  has  been  unanimously  re-e'ected,  is  cause  for  con- 
gratulation. His  election,  also,  as  president  of  the  Ameri- 
can Psychiatric  Association  at  its  annual  meeting  in 
Quebec  and  his  official  relation  to  other  professional 
bodies  in  Pennsylvania  and  elsewhere  are  not  only 
calculated  to  afford  us  a  measure  of  gratification  but, 
also,  continued  assurance  that  in  the  conduct  of  this 
institution,  we  are  kept  well  abreast  with  the  approved 
results  of  experience  and  study  not  only  in  respect  to 
hospital  administration  but  also  regarding  the  care  and 
treatment  of  the  insane.

For  the  year  ending  May  31,  1922,  the  hospital  popula- 
tion shows  an  increase  of  110  patients  during  the  biennial 
period.  This  is  a  somewhat  larger  increase  than  the 
average  for  the  same  length  of  time. 

The  statistical  figures  have,  for  the  first  time,  been 
compiled  upon  the  standard  forms  adopted  by  the 
American  Psychiatric  Association  and  National  Com- 
mittee for  Mental  Hygiene. 

One  male  patient  who  had  enjoyed  full  parole  privile- 
ges of  the  grounds,  for  many  years,  was  accidentally  run 
over  and  killed  by  a  freight  train  on  the  tracks  running 
through  the  hospital  grounds. 

One  male  patient  committed  suicide  by  hanging. 
Following  the  established  custom,  all  sudden  deaths  not 
fully  accounted  for  by  natural  causes,  have  been  reported 
to  the  coroner,  who  in  every  instance  had  conducted  an 
examination.    No  inquests  have  been  deemed  necessary. 

IL 

SENILE  PSYCHOSES. 

Thirty-nine  men  and  forty-eight  women  were  diagnosed 
as  having  some  form  of  senile  psychosis;  this  number 
constituting  12.7%  of  all  first  admissions.    This  classifi- 
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cation  has  been  reserved  to  include  only  patients  showing 
mental  dilapidation  of  some  sort  beginning  in  or  after 
the  fifth  decade  and  with  no  important  causative  factor 
other  than  beginning  physical  and  mental  decay  of  old 
age.  These  feeble  old  people  whose  minds  have  become 
weakened,  usually  to  such  an  extent  that  they  are  unable 
to  properly  co-operate  in  their  own  care,  cannot  be 
expected  to  recover.  Under  the  hospital  routine  with 
proper  rest,  careful  attention  to  nourishment,  and  strict 
hygienic  supervision,  many  improve  enough  to  live 
comfortably  and  happily  for  a  number  of  years.  Thirty 
men  and  twenty-five  women  of  this  group  have  died; 
four  men  and  three  women  have  been  discharged  as 
improved;  and  one  woman  was  discharged  as  unimproved. 

III. 

PSYCHOSES  WITH  CEREBRAL 
ARTERIOSCLEROSIS. 

During  the  two  year  period  covered  by  this  report, 
twenty-eight  men  and  nine  women  have  been  admitted 
on  account  of  psychoses  secondary  to  cerebral  arterio- 
sclerosis, this  number  being  5.5%  of  the  first  admissions. 
These  patients  were  all  in  the  sixth  decade  of  life  or 
older,  and  most  of  them  were  ill  physically,  at  the  time 
of  admission.  Six  of  the  men  improved  enough  to 
warrant  trials  at  home  and  have  not  had  to  return  to 
the  hospital  thus  far.  Nineteen  men  and  twelve  women 
of  this  group  have  died. 

IV. 

GENERAL  PARALYSIS. 

General  paralysis  of  the  insane  caused  the  admission 
of  fifty-three  men  and  twenty-three  women,  a  total  of 
seventy-six  or  n.1%  of  all  first  admissions.  The  figures 
are  more  instructive  when  divided  by  sexes,  then  showing 
that  this  disease  was  responsible  for  the  commitment  of 
14%  of  the  men  and  7.6%  of  the  women.  During  the 
past  ten  years  numerous  forms  of  treatment  have  been 
used  in  this  disease.  At  one  time  or  another 
nearly  every  suggested  line  of  specific  treatment  has 
been  utilized  especially  in  cases  showing  early  symptoms. 
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We  are  unable  to  record  any  "cures"  as  the  result  of 
any  form  of  treatment.  Many  remissions  have  been 
noted;  the  physical  condition  of  patients  has  been  bene- 
fitted, we  believe,  as  a  result  of  treatment. 

In  1920  it  was  decided  to  place  all  patients  with  paresis 
on  some  form  of  specific  treatment,  regardless  of  the 
stage  of  the  disease,  and  this  plan  has  been  carried  out 
faithfully.  The  majority  of  patients  were  given  alter- 
nating courses  of  cyanide  of  mercury  intravenously  and 
potassium  iodide  by  mouth.  Other  groups  were  given 
intravenous  neo-arsphenamine,  protoiodide  or  red  iodide 
of  mercury  by  mouth,  intra-spinal  injections  of  rner- 
curialized  or  arsphenamized  serum  and  mercurialized 
serum  into  the  cisterna  magna.  The  adoption  of  this 
policy  has  resulted  in  a  far  more  comfortable  life  for  the 
average  patient.  One  of  the  most  striking  features  is, 
that  the  stage  of  contractures  and  bedsores  is  almost 
entirely  eliminated.  During  the  two  year  period  fifty- 
three  men  and  ten  women  have  died;  fourteen  men  and 
two  women  have  been  discharged  as  improved;  two  men 
and  two  women  have  been  discharged  as  unimproved. 

V. 

PSYCHOSES  WITH  CEREBRAL  SYPHILIS. 

A  diagnosis  of  cerebral  syphilis  has  been  made  in  the 
cases  of  one  man  and  three  women  during  the  past  two 
years.  This  group  shows  marked  contrast  with  the 
general  paralytic  group  and  clearly  illustrates  the  com- 
paratively small  numbers  of  patients  with  cerebral 
syphilis  that  have  to  be  sent  to  a  hospital  for  the  insane. 
This  disease  was  responsible  for  only  0.6%  of  the  new 
admissions.  There  have  been  no  deaths  among  the 
cerebral  syphilitics  and  but  one  discharge,  a  woman  sent 
out  as  unimproved. 

VI. 

PSYCHOSES  WITH  HUNTINGTON'S  CHOREA. 

Three  men  and  one  woman  among  the  new  admissions 
had  psychoses  secondary  to  Huntington's  chorea.  Two 
of  the  men  were  distant  relatives  and  belonged  to  a 
family  in  which  the  disease  is  prevalent.    The  other  man 
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and  the  woman  both  came  from  heavily  tainted  famiHes. 
This  disease  accounts  for  0.6%  of  the  new  admissions. 
Three  men  and  two  women  with  this  disease  died  during 
the  biennial  period. 

VHI. 

PSYCHOSES  WITH  OTHER  BRAIN  OR 
NERVOUS  DISEASES. 

Five  men  and  five  women  admitted  during  the  past 
two  years  were  grouped  under  psychoses  ^ylth  other 
brain  and  nervous  diseases.  Five  were  associated  with 
tabes;  one  was  secondary  to  cerebral  hemorrhage;  one 
was  secondary  to  a  cerebellar  abscess;  one  to  Sydenham's 
chorea;  one  to  paralysis  agitans;  and  one  to  encephalitis 
lethargica.  Three  men  and  two  women  died;  one  man 
and  one  woman  were  discharged  as  improved;  and  one 
man  was  discharged  as  unimproved. 

IX. 

ALCOHOLIC  PSYCHOSES. 

Twenty  men  and  one  woman  were  admitted  on  account 
of  alcoholic  psychoses  during  the  past  two  years.  For 
the  four  year  period  prior  to  1918  the  admission  rate 
for  alcoholic  psychoses  was  10%  and  for  the  four  year 
period  following  1918  it  was  slightly  more  than_  3%. 
Four  men  with  chronic  alcoholic  insanity  died  of  inter- 
current diseases;  three  men  were  discharged  as  recovered; 
and  thirteen  men  and  one  woman  were  discharged  as 
improved. 

X. 

PSYCHOSES  DUE  TO  DRUGS  AND  OTHER 
EXOGENOUS  TOXINS. 

Drug  psychoses  account  for  eight  cases  or  1.1%  of  the 
new  admissions  during  the  last  two  years.  This  number 
compares  very  closely  with  the  average  during  the 
previous  six  years.  Three  of  these  patients  were  men 
and  five  were  women.  Four  men  died;  one  man  was 
discharged  as  recovered;  two  men  and  three  women 
were  discharged  as  improved. 
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XII. 

PSYCHOSES  WITH  OTHER  SOMATIC  DISEASES. 

Psychoses  secondary  to  some  somatic  disease  caused 
the  commitment  of  five  men  and  seven  women  or  nearly 
2%  of  the  first  admissions.  Acute  infectious  diseases 
were  responsible  for  three;  cardio-renal  disease  for  three; 
cardio-renal  disease  complicated  by  syphilis  for  two; 
tuberculosis  for  two;  and  thyroid  disturbance  for  two. 
Six  men  and  two  women  of  this  group  died;  and  two 
women  were  discharged  as  improved. 

XIII. 

MANIC-DEPRESSIVE  PSYCHOSES. 

Manic-depressive  insanity  was  the  cause  of  admission 
for  seventeen  men  and  twenty-four  women.  This  group 
constitutes  6%  of  all  new  admissions.  The  marked  re- 
duction in  percentage  of  admissions,  compared  with 
former  reports,  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  at  this 
time  only  first  admissions  are  taken  into  consideration, 
whereas  former  reports  were  based  upon  total  admissions. 
The  apparent  reduction  in  the  occurrence  of  this  form  of 
insanity  is  in  reality  only  an  index  showing  the  great 
frequency  of  recurrences  and  the  necessity  for  numerous 
periods  of  hospital  care.  Twelve  men  and  twenty-six 
women  of  this  group  died;  two  men  and  three  women  were 
discharged  as  recovered;  twenty-five  men  and  forty-six 
women  were  discharged  as  improved;  and  one  man  was 
discharged  as  unimproved. 

XIV. 

INVOLUTION  MELANCHOLIA. 

Involutional  melancholia  was  responsible  for  3.6%  of 
the  first  admissions,  seven  men  and  eighteen  women. 
Two  men  and  seven  women  died;  one  man  and  fifteen 
women  were  discharged  as  improved. 

XV. 

DEMENTIA  PRAECOX. 

During  the  past  two  years  fifty-four  men  and  fifty-five 
women  have  been  placed  in  the  dementia  praecox  group, 
this  number  constituting  16%  of  all  the  first  admissions. 
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The  reports  of  the  six  previous  years  show  an  incidence  of 
a  little  over  20%.  The  reduction  in  the  frequency  of 
this  diagnosis  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  the  pres- 
ent report  only  takes  into  consideration  first  admissions, 
whereas,  former  figures  included  all  admissions.  The 
medical  staff  has  not  attempted  any  specific  type  of 
treatment  for  dementia  praecox  but  has  paid  special 
attention  to  improving  the  general  physical  health  of  the 
individual  patient,  by  careful  study  of  the  medical 
features  of  each  case  with  appropriate  medical  or  surgical 
treatment  as  indicated.  This  is  supplemented  by  hy- 
drotherapy, intensive  training  in  personal  hygiene,  and 
persistent  attempts  at  re-education  along  productive 
lines.  That  this  type  of  care  is  reasonably  successful  is 
clearly  demonstrated  by  the  fact  that  sixty-one  patients 
with  dementia  praecox  have  been  discharged  during  the 
past  biennial  period,  this  number  being  56%  of  the  num- 
ber admitted  during  the  same  period.  One  woman  was 
discharged  as  recovered;  forty-one  men  and  nineteen 
women  as  improved;  four  men  and  two  women  as  un- 
improved. The  staff  is  very  conservative  in  the  use  of 
the  term  "recovered."  Many  of  the  families  consider 
the  patients  taken  home  as  perfectly  normal  but  if  slight 
residuals  can  be  demonstrated  by  a  careful  examination 
the  patient  is  listed  as  improved  rather  than  as  recovered. 
Twenty-three  men  and  twenty-two  women  of  the  dementia 
praecox  group  have  died  during  the  period  covered  by 
this  report. 

XVI. 

PARANOIA  OR  PARANOID  CONDITION. 

Four  men  and  three  women  have  been  diagnosed  as 
having  paranoia  or  a  paranoid  condition.  This  number 
makes  1%  of  all  first  admissions.  One  man  and  one 
woman  of  this  group  have  died ;  two  men  and  three  women 
have  been  discharged  as  improved;  and  one  woman  has 
been  discharged  as  unimproved. 

XVII. 

EPILEPTIC  PSYCHOSES. 

Twelve  men  and  four  women  have  been  committed  on 
account  of  epileptic  psychoses.     This  group  constitutes 
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2%  of  the  first  admissions.  These  patients  have  been 
given  routine  treatment  with  luminal,  one  of  the  newer 
drugs,  and  a  distinct  improvement  in  the  condition  of 
the  group  as  a  whole  has  been  observed.  Many  patients 
have  a  great  reduction  in  the  number  of  seizures  and  nearly 
all  show  some  decrease  in  the  frequency  of  attacks. 
When  the  number  is  not  reduced  there  is  often  a  decrease 
in  the  severity  of  the  seizures.  In  addition  to  the  fore- 
going the  irritability  and  fault  finding  that  is  such  a 
prominent  characteristic  of  epilepsy  is  greatly  lessened. 
This  drug  is  not  considered  a  specific  and  does  not  cure 
the  disease,  but  experience  indicates  that  it  is  a  very 
useful  addition  to  our  armamentarium.  A  few  patients 
are  still  found  to  get  along  better  with  the  old  form  of 
bromide  treatment.  Whatever  form  of  drug  therapy 
is  used  it  must  be  combined  with  a  carefully  supervised 
hygienic  and  dietetic  regime.  Six  men  and  one  woman 
have  died;  four  men  and  two  women  have  been  dis- 
charged as  improved;  one  man  has  been  discharged  as 
unimproved. 

XVIII. 

PSYCHONEUROSES  AND  NEUROSES. 

One  man  and  one  woman  were  diagnosed  neurasthenia, 
one  woman  hysteria  and  one  woman  psychasthenia. 
This  small  group  accounts  for  less  than  one  percent  of 
the  first  admissions.  One  woman  was  discharged  as 
recovered;  three  men  and  four  women  were  discharged 
as  improved;  one  man  was  discharged  as  unimproved. 

XIX. 

PSYCHOSES  WITH  CONSTITUTIONAL 
PSYCHOPATHIC  INFERIORITY. 

Three  men  and  one  woman  of  the  first  admissions  have 
been  diagnosed  constitutional  psychopathic  inferiority. 
One  woman  died;  one  man  and  four  women  have  been 
discharged  as  improved. 

XX. 

PSYCHOSES  WITH   MENTAL  DEFICIENCY. 

Fourteen  men  and  five  women,  2.7%  of  the  first  ad- 
missions, have  been  committed  on  account  of  psychoses 
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with  mental  deficiency.  Four  men  and  four  women  of 
this  group  have  died;  six  men  have  been  discharged  as 
improved;  and  three  men  have  been  discharged  as  un- 
imiproved. 

XXI. 

UNDIAGNOSED  PSYCHOSES. 

This  group  is  large  because  there  has  been  a  constant 
tendency  at  staff  meetings  to  limit  our  diagnoses  to 
cases  showing  typical  symptoms  of  the  various  psy- 
choses. 

Fourteen  men  and  thirteen  women  of  this  group  died; 
two  women  were  discharged  as  recovered;  twenty-three 
men  and  twenty-seven  women  were  discharged  as  im- 
proved; nine  men  and  four  women  were  discharged  as 
unimproved. 

XXIII. 
NOT  INSANE. 

Fifty-nine  men  and  fourteen  women  admitted  durmg 
the  biennial  period  were  classed  as  not  insane.  This 
group  constitutes  10.6%  of  all  first  admissions.  The 
great  increase  in  this  group  is  explained  by  an  extension 
of  the  hospital  activities  to  include  examinations  of  ex- 
soldiers,  suspected  of  neuro-psychiatric  troubles,  through 
co-operation  with  the  United  States  Veterans'  Bureau, 
and  an  increased  use  of  the  hospital  for  aid  in  diagnosis 
by  physicians  of  the  vicinity,  through  use  of  the  volun- 
tary commitment.  One  man  of  this  group  was  in  the 
terminal  stages  of  tuberculosis  when  admitted.  He  died 
a  few  weeks  later.  Forty-seven  men  and  twelve  women 
were  discharged. 

The  general  health  of  the  hospital  has  aside  from 
many  influenza  cases  during  the  past  year,  been  very 
good.  One  case  of  smallpox  developed  in  the  hospital 
in  the  case  of  a  nurse  returning  from  a  vacation.  General 
vaccination  and  isolation  prevented  any  spread  of  the 
disease.  A  few  cases  of  diphtheria  have  been  brought  to 
the  hospital,  but  with  no  resulting  spread.  It  is  now 
over  ten  vears  since  a  case  of  typhoid  fever  has  developed 
in  the  wards  of  the  hospital.  Prophylactic  innoculation 
is  being  practiced  in  the  case  of  incoming  patients. 
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The  hospital  faciHties  for  examination  and  diagnosis  of 
patients  which  have  been  freely  offered  to  physicians  of 
the  community  for  neuro-psychiatric  cases  requiring 
advice,  have  been  used  more  or  less  freely,  especially  in 
the  cases  of  neurosyphilis  where  intensive  treatment  has 
been  given  to  these  and  regularly  committed  cases, 
arsphenamine  and  mercury  being  used  alternately  in  the 
hope  that  cases  of  paresis  may  be  retarded  and  other 
forms  of  neurosyphilis  permanently  benefitted.  The 
differential  diagnosis  between  early  paresis  and  some  less 
fatal  form  of  neurosyphilis  is  so  uncertain  that  such 
treatment  is  indicated  in  all  cases  showing  serological 
evidence  of  any  form  of  neurosyphilis. 

The  laboratory  activities  have  been  directed  freely,  as 
formerly,  to  supplementing  clinical  study  of  cases  and  in 
maintaining  the  general  health  of  the  hospital.  The 
work  formerly  reported  on  blood  chemistry,  serology, 
urinalysis,  bacteriology,  typhoid  prophylaxis  and  post- 
mortem examinations  has  been  continued. 

Some  experimental  work  has  been  conducted  upon  the 
value  of  the  sedative  action  of  magnesium  sulphate, 
which  has,  in  our  experience  proven  effective  and  apparent- 
ly less  objectionable  than  other  forms  of  hypnotics.  The 
work  of  others  on  the  action  of  various  salts  introduced 
into  the  subarachnoid  space  and  the  known  action  of 
calcium,  sodium  and  magnesium  suggested  that  in  mania 
there  might  be  an  excess  and  in  depression  a  deficiency 
of  calcium  and  if  such  were  found  to  be  the  case,  the 
reestablishment  of  the  salt  balance  might  be  of  therapeu- 
tic value.  The  blood  and  spinal  fluid  of  fifteen  manics 
and  ten  depressions  was  examined  and  the  amounts  of 
calcium,  potassium,  sodium  and  magnesium  determined. 
No  variation  from  the  normal  was  found.  The  following 
papers  have  been  prepared  by  members  of  the  staff  since 
the  last  report:

Our  surgical  consultant   and   dentist   rendered^  con- 
stant and  effective  service  during  the  two  year  period. 

The  hospital  facilities  have  been  offered  to  the  commun- 
ity by  the  establishment  of  an  out-patient  clinic  to  which 
patients  referred  may  be  examined  and  their  condition 
reported  to  the  local  nursing  association,  Red  Cross 
officers  and  school  officers. 

There  have  been  numerous  changes  in  the  medical 
staff  since  our  last  report. 

Melbourne  J.  Pond,  M.  D.,  resigned  September  25, 
1920,  to  take  up  post-graduate  medical  work. 

E.  H.  Lum,  M.  D.,  resigned  December  23,  1920,  after 
a  very  short  service. 

C.  A.  Bonner,  M.  D.,  resigned  January  8,  1921,  to 
accept  promotion  in  another  state. 

E.  J.  Werle,  M.  D.,  was  obliged  to  leave  the  service 
January  28,  1921,  for  personal  reasons. 

C.  D.  Toole,  M.  D.,  after  finishing  the  year's  appoint- 
ment, resigned  March  31,  1921. 

P.  A.  Petree,  M.  D.,  resigned  November  7,  1921,  to 
accept  a  position  in  South  America. 

Felix  Brunot,  M.  D.,  resigned  after  a  few  months 
service,  December  17,  1921. 

H.  W.  McAdoo,  M.  D.,  Howard  K.  Petry,  M.  D.,  Jay 
Gould,  M.  D.,  and  M.  Q.  Howard,  M.  D.,  have  received 
appointments  to  fill  the  vacancies  created. 

The  nurses  training  school  activities  are  under  the 
continued  supervision  of  Hrs.  Amy  MacLaren  and  the 
affiliation  of  our  school  with  the  Hamot  Hospital  Training 
School  at  Erie,  Pa.,  continues  to  work  satisfactorily,  the 
arrangement  being  that  sometime  during  the  course  of 
the  three  years,  one  year  shall  be  spent  at  the  Hamot 
Hospital  before  graduation.  Our  graduates  are  thus 
eligible  to  take  the  examination  of  the  Pennsylvania 
State  Board  for  Registration  of  Nurses.^  There  has 
been  an  improvement  in  the  nursing  service  since  the 
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end  of  the  war,  now  that  the  necessary  graduates  can 
be  secured  to  take  charge  of  the  wards.  The  require- 
ments of  the  nursing  board  call  for  continually  increasing 
time  in  class  work  and  instruction.

The  farming  operations  for  the  last  two  years  have 
been  more  successful  than  previously  recorded  in  recent 
years.  Part  of  this  work  is  due  to  unusually  good  seasons 
for  crops  and  to  the  improvement  which  has  followed 
the  adoption  of  improved  methods  of  breeding. 

The  milk  production  of  the  herd  was  increased  for  the 
past  year  to  an  average  of  10,539  pounds  per  animal — 
an  increase  of  something  like  1517  pounds  over  the  pre- 
ceding year.  Poultry  and  eggs  have  never  been  produced 
satisfactorily  until  the  new  hennery  was  opened  and 
this  furnished  nearly  12,000  dozen  of  eggs  with  a  large 
amount  of  poultry  during  the  past  year.  The  hospital 
herd  has  a  certificate  of  freedom  from  tuberculosis, 
granted  by  the  government  and  the  state,  for  the  first 
time  in  the  history  of  the  hospital.  We  are  much  in- 
debted to  the  State  Veterinarian,  Dr.  T.  E.  Munce  and 
his  associates  for  the  success  in  their  efforts  to  extermi- 
nate tuberculosis  in  the  herd  and  to  improve  the  character 
and  quantity  of  its  production. 

FINANCES: 

The  increased  board  rate  for  indigent  patients  of  one 
dollar  weekly,  granted  by  the  last  legislature,  has  enabled 
the  hospital  to  live  within  its  income,  during  the  past 
twelve  months,  when  the  increase  first  became  effective.

I 


Admission  of  Patients 


1 .  The  admission  of  patients  is  governed  by  law,  and  the 
attention  of  appHcants  is  directed  to  the  following  provi- 
sions of  the  Act  of  Assembly  approved  May  8,  1883,  to-wit : 

"No  person  shall  be  received  as  a  patient  for  treatment  or  for  detention 
into  any  house  or  place  where  more  than  one  person  is  detained  for  com- 
pensation, without  a  certificate  signed  by  at  least  two  physicians,  residents 
in  this  Commonwealth,  who  have  been  actually  in  the  practice  of  medicine 
for  at  least  five  years,  both  of  whom  shall  certify  that  they  have  examined 
separately  the  person  alleged  to  be  insane,  and  after  such  an  examination 
had  do  verily  believe  the  person  is  insane,  and  that  the  disease  is  of  a  charac- 
ter, which,  in  their  opinion,  requires  that  the  person  should  be  placed  in  a 
Hospital  or  other  establishment  where  the  insane  are  detained  for  care  and 
treatment  and  that  they  are  not  related  by  blood  or  marriage  to  the  person 
alleged  to  be  insane,  nor  in  any  way  connected  as  a  medical  attendant  or 
otherwise  with  the  Hospital  or  other  establishment  in  which  it  is  proposed 
to  place  such  person." 

The  certificate  above  provided  for  shall  be  made  within  one  week  of  the 
examination  of  the  patient  and  within  two  weeks  of  the  time  of  admission 
of  the  patient,  and  shall  be  duly  sworn  to  or  affirmed  before  a  judge  or  magis- 
trate of  this  Commonwealth  and  the  county  where  such  person  has  been 
examined,  who  shall  certify  to  the  genuineness  of  the  signatures,  and  to  the 
standing  and  good  repute  of  the  signers,  and  any  person  falsely  certifying 
as  aforesaid  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  also  liable,  civilly,  to  the 
party  aggrieved. 

No  person  alleged  to  be  insane  shall  be  received  into  any  house  for  treat- 
ment or  detention  unless  at  the  time  of  such  reception  the  person  or  persons 
at  whose  instance  the  person  is  received  shall  by  writing  signed,  state  that 
the  person  is  being  removed  and  is  to  be  detained  at  his  or  her  request  under 
belief  that  such  detention  is  necessary  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  insane  person. 

There  shall  also  be  delivered  to  the  person  or  persons  having  supervision 
or  charge  of  the  house  a  written  statement  of  the  following  facts  relative  to 
the  person  to  be  detained,  signed  by  the  person  or  persons  at  whose  instance 
the  insane  person  is  being  removed  and  detained,  or  if  the  facts  be  not  known 
it  shall  be  so  stated: 

(1)  The  name. 

(2)  Age. 

(3)  Residence  for  the  past  year,  or  for  such  thereof  as  is  known. 

(4)  Occupation,  trade  or  employment. 

(5)  Parents,  if  living. 

(6)  Husband  or  wife. 

(7)  Children. 

(8)  Brothers  and  sisters,  and  the  residence  of  each  of  these  persons. 
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(9)  If  not  more  than  one  of  these  classes  is  known,  the  names  and  resi- 
dence of  such  of  the  next  degree  of  relatives  that  are  known. 

(10)  A  statement  of  the  time  at  which  the  insanity  has  been  supposed 
to  exist,  and  the  circumstances  that  induce  the  belief  that  insanity  exists. 

(11)  Name  and  address  of  all  medical  attendants  of  the  patient  during 
the  last  two  years. 

2  Whenever  a  patient  is  sent  to  the  Hospital  by  the  order  of  any  Court, 
Justice,  Judge,  Directors  of  the  Poor  of  a  county,  or  the  Overseers  of  the 
Poor  of  a  township  or  poor  district,  the  order  or  warrant,  or  a  copy  thereof, 
by  which  such  person  is  sent,  shall  be  lodged  with  the  Superintendent. 

3  All  insane  persons,  residing  in  the  district,  who  apply  for  admission 
with  proper  papers,  and  are  willing  and  able  to  pay  their  expenses  shall  be 
admitted  and  furnished  accommodations.  Payment  of  board  for  thirteen 
weeks  in  advance  shall  be  made  for  such  patient  when  brought  to  the  Hospital. 

4.    Each  patient  before  admission  shall  be  made  perfectly  clean  and  be 
free  from  vermin  or  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease. 

5  Each  male  patient  shall  be  provided  with  at  least  three  new  shirts, 
a  new  and  substantial  coat,  vest  and  pantaloons,  of  strong  woolen  cloth, 
three  pairs  of  woolen  socks,  a  black  stock  or  cravat,  a  good  hat  or  cap,  a  pair 
of  new  shoes  or  boots,  together  with  a  comfortable  outside  garment. 

6  Each  female  patient,  in  addition  to  the  same  quality  of  undergarments, 
shoes  and  stockings,  shall  have  a  flannel  petticoat,  two  good  dresses,  also  a 
coat  or  other  outside  garment.  In  case  the  patient  is  so  much  excited  as 
not  to  admit  of  being  thus  clothed,  other  clothing  that  can  be  kept  on  that 
is  comfortable  and  in  sufficient  quantities,  with  a  change  thereof,  may  be 
substituted. 

7  It  is  very  desirable  that  extra  and  better  apparel  should  be  sent  with 
those  accustomed  to  it,  that  when  their  health  is  improved,  and  when  they 
attend  religious  worship,  walk  or  ride  out,  their  self-respect  may  be  preserved. 
In  all  cases  the  patients'  best  clothing  should  be  sent;  it  will  be  carefully 
preserved,  and  only  used  when  it  is  deemed  necessary  for  the  purposes  above 
mentioned.  Jewelry  and  all  superfluous  articles  of  dress,  knives  and  like 
property,  should  be  left  at  home. 

8.  A  written  historv  should  be  sent  with  the  patient,  and  if  possible, 
some  one  acquainted  with  the  patient  should  accompany  him  or  her  to  the 
Hospital,  from  whom  minute,  but  often,  essential  particulars  may  be  learned. 

9  The  price  of  boarding,  including  washing,  mending  and  attention  for 
all  who  are  supported  by  the  authorities  of  the  counties  and  townships,  will 
be  the  amount  required  by  law.  For  private  patients  hereafter  admitted, 
the  price  of  board,  attendance  and  treatment  will  vary  from  seven  dollars 
a  week  upwards,  according  to  expense  incurred.  For  patients  sent  by  the 
public  authorities,  payment  will  be  required  at  the  end  of  each  quarter. 

10.  In  all  cases  of  private  patients,  one  quarterly  payment  for  board 
and  expense  must  be  made  in  advance  and  a  bond  given  with  approved 
security  conditioned  for  the  payment  of  future  quarterly  installments  m  like 
manner  and  also  for  the  removal  of  the  patient  when  discharged,  which  bond 
shall  be  delivered  by  the  Superintendent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board.  In 
the  absence  of  such  quarterly  payment  in  advance  and  the  accompanying 
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bond  as  aforesaid,  the  patient  shall  not  be  received  into  the  Hospital,  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  see  that  the  collection  of  said  bonds, 
according  to  their  condition,  is  strictly  enforced. 

11.  In  case  of  death,  the  parties  responsible  for  the  expenses  of  the  patient 
will  be  notified  by  letter  or  telegraph,  and  if  no  response  is  received  the  patient 
will  be  cared  for  as  the  law  directs. 

ANATOMICAL  LAW  ENACTED  JUNE  13,  1883. 

Sec.  2.  "All  public  officers,  agents  and  servants,  and  all  officers,  agents 
and  servants  of  any  and  every  county,  city,  township,  borough,  district  and 
other  municipality  and  of  any  and  every  almshouse,  prison,  morgue,  hospital, 
or  other  public  institution  having  charge  or  control  over  dead  human  bodies 
required  to  be  buried  at  the  public  expense,  are  hereby  required  to  notify  the 
said  board  of  distribution,  or  such  person  or  persons  as  may  from  time  to  time 
be  designated  by  said  board,  or  its  duly  authorized  officer,  or  agent,  whenever 
any  such  body  or  bodies  come  into  his  or  their  possession,  charge  or  control, 
and  shall,  without  fee  or  reward,  deliver  such  body  or  bodies,  and  permit 
and  suffer  the  said  board  and  its  agents,  and  the  physicians  and  surgeons 
from  time  to  time  designated  by  them,  who  may  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  to  take  and  remove  all  such  bodies  to  be  used  within  this  state 
for  the  advancement  of  medical  science;  but  no  such  notice  need  be  given, 
nor  shall  any  such  body  be  delivered  if  any  person  claiming  to  be  and  satisfy- 
ing the  authorities  in  charge  of  said  body  that  he  or  she  is  of  kindred  or  is 
related  by  marriage  to  the  deceased,  shall  claim  the  said  body  for  burial, 
but  it  shall  be  surrendered  for  interment,  nor  shall  the  notice  be  given  or 
body  be  delivered  if  such  deceased  persons  was  a  traveler  who  died  suddenly, 
in  which  case  the  said  body  shall  be  buried." 

"Persons  voluntarily  placing  themselves"  in  the  Hospital,  "and  who  may 
be  suffering  from  nervous  diseases,  threatening  mental  disorder,  may"  (under 
the  Act  of  May  10,  1893),  "be  received  for  a  period  of  one  month  or  less,  by 
an  agreement  which  shall  also  specify  the  time,  signed  by  them  at  the  time 
of  admission,  and  they  may  renew  said  agreement  at  the  end  of  one  month, 
but  no  agreement  shall  be  deemed  to  authorize  their  remaining  unless  signed 
in  the  presence  of  some  adult  person  attending  as  a  friend  of  the  person 
applying  in  the  presence  of  and  also  by  the  medical  attendant."

Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 


June  1,  1924. 

To  Ellen  C.  Potter,  M.  D.,  Secretary  of  Welfare,  Harrisburg,  Pa. 
Madam: 

In  keeping  with  the  requirements  of  the  Administrative  Code,  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Warren  State  Hospital  submit  their  report  for  the  bien- 
nial period  terminating  May  31st,  1924. 

The  enforced  economy  in  maintenance  and  operation  that  has  been  con- 
tinuous for  eight  years  is  reflected  in  the  lack  of  needed  development,  in  the 
inadequate  upkeep  of  buildings  and  equipment  and  to  a  certain  degree  in 
the  service  rendered  patients  and  the  public. 

Beginning  with  the  legislative  session  of  1917,  the  hospital  officials 
have  endeavored  to  keep  the  biennial  deficits  at  the  lowest  possible  figures. 
These  deficits  were  incurred  in  this  as  in  other  hospitals,  because  of  a  main- 
tenance rate  too  low  to  meet  the  increased  costs  of  labor  and  supplies.  We 
have  hoped  at  every  legislative  session  that  appropriations  sufficient  to  meet 
needs  might  be  obtained.  The  desired  relief  has  been  deferred  with  the 
passing  of  each  Legislature.  The  reduced  maintenance  fund  provided  by 
the  state  for  the  past  year  has  required  a  continuation  of  the  most  stringent 
economy.  We  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  hospital  met  the  requirement 
to  keep  expenses  within  the  amount  allotted.  Such  enforced  economy  in 
upkeep  and  maintenance  cannot  be  continued  indefinitely  without  incurring 
serious  difficulties.  A  review  of  our  most  pressing  needs  shows  that  large 
appropriations  are  now  required  to  meet  existing  conditions. 

New  buildings  for  both  patients  and  employees  are  needed  to  remedy 
serious  overcrowding  on  the  wards  and  to  provide  reasonable  living  condi- 
tions for  employees.  Long  deferred  installation  of  electrical  machinery  and 
rewiring  of  buildings  are  now  imperatively  demanded.  Repaks  and  changes 
in  existing  buildings,  for  which  funds  have  been  requested  for  years,  are 
necessary  for  efficient  operation. 

Approximately  $600,000  is  needed  to  meet  accumulated  needs  of  the 
hospital,  which  have  been  listed  in  the  Superintendent's  report,  and  to  which 
attention  is  called. 
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The  policy  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  delegating  to  the  Physician-in- 
Chief  and  Superintendent  full  authority  to  represent  the  Board  in  all  matters 
of  hospital  policy,  administration  and  management,  now  in  force  at  this 
hospital,  has  brought  about  the  desirable  results  expected  when  the  change 
from  a  divided  management  was  effected  in  1912.  The  Board  believes  that 
this  method  of  conducting  hospital  affairs  assures  the  best  results  in  dealing 
with  the  hospital  personnel,  in  putting  into  effect  requirements  of  the  various 
State  departments  having  supervisory  authority  over  hospital  matters,  and 
in  making  its  own  advice  and  instructions  effective. 

The  medical  and  nursing  service  of  the  hospital,  despite  many  changes 
in  the  medical  staff  and  a  shortage  of  desirable  applicants  for  entrance  to 
the  training  school  for  nurses,  has  been  well  maintained.  The  clinical  facilities 
of  the  hospital  for  many  years  have  been  offered  to  the  medical  profession 
for  diagnosis  and  advice  in  neuro-psychiatric  cases.  Many  such  patients 
are  admitted  upon  voluntary  application  and  numerous  requests  are  made 
for  such  service  in  cases  before  the  courts.  A  weekly  clinic  has  been  held  at 
the  hospital  since  1918  for  any  patients  that  might  be  brought  for  examina- 
tion and  report  to  the  interested  county  organizations.  Members  of  the 
hospital  staff  are  in  attendance  at  the  free  clinics  of  the  Erie  Dispensary  for 
the  purpose  of  examining  all  mental  and  neurological  cases  referred  to  the 
clinic.  Examination  and  psychometric  testing  of  some  300  children  in  the 
Warren  schools  have  recently  been  completed  by  hospital  physicians  and 
social  service  worker,  who  are,  also,  regularly  performing  similar  service  for 
the  Erie  School  for  retarded  children  and  are  examining  all  children  from 
other  schools  referred  to  them  by  the  school  officials.  Arrangements  are 
completed  to  start  another  clinic  in  Bradford  this  fall.  The  community 
demand  for  this  type  of  medical  service  and  keen  appreciation  of  the  help 
rendered,  justify  the  continuance  of  such  extra-institutional  activities. 

Since  our  last  biennial  report,  the  hospital  has  lost,  through  death,  the 
services  of  Hon.  Wm.  E.  Rice  and  Hon.  Bryan  H.  Osborne,  President  and 
Secretary,  respectively,  of  the  Board.  The  regard  of  their  associates  is 
imperfectly  expressed  in  the  attached  resolutions. 

"Whereas,  the  chair  so  long  occupied  by  Honorable  William  Emerson 
Rice  as  the  President  of  this  Board  was  made  vacant  by  his  lamented  death 
on  Friday,  the  seventh  ultimo,  and  we  are  now  for  the  first  time  assembled 
in  his  absence; 

"Be  It  Resolved,  That  we  deplore  as  irreparable  his  loss  to  this  institu- 
tion, to  the  state  in  whose  service  he  exemplified  rare  qualities,  and  to  the 
community  whose  confidence  and  esteem  he  commanded,  and  to  us,  his 
associates  who  knew  his  personal  worth,  his  ability  and  judicial  temperament, 
his  genial  nature,  the  insight  and  tact  which,  coupled  with  a  delightful  sense 
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of  humor,  made  him  at  once  persuasive  in  official  intercourse  and  charming 
among  friends: 

"Be  It  Further  Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  certified 
from  the  minutes  to  the  bereaved  family." 

"Whereas,  in  the  fullness  of  time,  after  many  years  of  abiding  appre- 
hension, one  among  us  who  came  early  into  the  membership  of  this  Board, 
but  whom  physical  disability  has  long  detained,  is  now  to  return  no  more;  and 

"Whereas,  at  every  recurring  meeting  he  has  been  connected  with  us 
in  spirit,  and  made  aware  of  our  unabated  fellowship,  in  token  of  which  the 
office  he  held  and  his  place  in  Committee  were  through  long  years  reserved 
to  him; 

"Be  It  Resolved,  That  the  death  of  Bryan  H.  Osborne  has  removed 
from  the  public  service  one  who  brought  to  it  a  wide  knowledge  of  the  affairs 
of  the  Commonwealth,  experience  in  its  legislation,  a  clear  comprehension 
of  pubUc  duty,  and  to  this  institution  an  unwavering  sense  of  devotion  to 
its  interests.  To  his  associates  he  was  a  royal  comrade  whose  loss  cannot 
be  measured  in  words.  To  the  family  in  sorrow  we  tender  the  personal 
sympathy  of  the  members  of  this  Board." 

It  is  gratifying  to  the  board  that  this  hospital  has  enjoyed  the  advantage 
of  the  continued  superintendency  of  Dr.  H.  W.  Mitchell  and  that  his  concep- 
tion of  an  institution  for  the  treatment  of  the  insane  has  been  well  illustrated 
here  under  his  guidance.

The  hospital  population  shows  an  increase  of  only  thirty-five  patients 
during  the  biennium.  The  increase  has  been  kept  to  low  figures  partly  by 
liberal  use  of  the  parole  system  as  in  former  years  but  largely  by  declining  to 
receive  patients  not  residents  of  the  counties  composing  our  hospital  district. 
The  seriously  overcrowded  condition  of  the  hospital  has  necessitated  ad- 
herence to  this  policy.  The  many  requests  for  admission  we  are  obliged  to 
decline  emphasize  the  need  of  increased  accomodations  for  mental  cases, 
not  only  at  this  hospital,  but  throughout  the  state. 

Fortunately,  there  have  been  no  epidemic  diseases,  suicides  or  serious 
accidents  to  report  during  the  period  covered  by  the  tables  which  carry  the 
necessary  statistical  data.  The  diagnostic  nomenclature  used  m  the  sta- 
tistical forms  is  that  furnished  by  the  American  Psychiatric  Association  and 
approved  by  the  Welfare  Department  of  Pennsylvania  and  being  adopted 
by  most  states  has  the  merit  of  producing  more  uniformity  in  hospital  re- 
ports than  could  be  obtained  otherwise. 

A  brief  discussion  of  the  cases  admitted  and  discharged  during  the 
biennium  follows: 

I. 

Traumatic  Psychoses 
Two  men  were  admitted  to  the  hospital  on  account  of  mental  trouble 
secondary  to  head  injuries.   Their  psychic  disturbance  was  of  a  chrome 
type  that  has  necessitated  hospital  detention.   There  have  been  no  dis- 
charges or  deaths  of  patients  with  traumatic  psychoses. 


II. 


Senile  Psychoses 
Of  the  first  admissions  9.3%  and  8.6%  of  all  admissions  were  due  to 
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the  retrograde  changes  incident  to  senihty.  There  were  thirty-four  men 
and  twenty-seven  women  brought  to  the  hospital  as  first  admissions;  four 
men  and  three  women  had  been  previously  committed.  Six  men  and  four 
women  were  discharged  as  improved;  two  men  were  taken  home  without 
improvement.  Nearly  all  patients  admitted  on  account  of  senile  mental 
changes  are  in  a  critical  physical  condition  and  inasmuch  as  the  psychosis 
is  in  reality  one  of  the  manifestations  of  a  general  disintegration,  a  high 
death  rate  must  be  expected.  During  this  biennial  period,  forty-seven  men 
and  thirty  women  with  senile  psychoses  have  died. 

III. 

Psychoses  With  Cerebral  Arteriosclerosis 

Of  the  first  admissions  4.9%  and  4.4%  of  all  admissions  were  due  to 
psychoses  with  cerebral  arteriosclerosis.  Twenty-nine  men  and  five  women 
were  committed  as  first  admissions;  three  men  had  received  other  hospital 
care.  Four  men  and  two  women  were  discharged  as  improved ;  one  man  was 
removed  in  an  unimproved  condition.  Twenty-four  men  and  four  women 
with  this  form  of  mental  trouble  died. 

IV. 

General  Paralysis 

Of  the  first  admissions  13.9%  and  11.9%  of  all  admissions  were  due 
to  general  paralysis  of  the  insane.  Seventy-two  men  and  eighteen  women 
had  received  no  previous  hospital  treatment;  three  men  and  one  woman 
had  received  other  treatment.  Eight  men  and  four  women  were  discharged 
as  improved;  one  man  and  one  woman  left  the  hospital  unimproved. 

Seventy  men  and  sixteen  women  died  of  this  disease.  Persistent  intra- 
venous treatment  with  cyanide  of  mercury  has  been  given  for  the  past  four 
years  to  all  patients  not  receiving  special  forms  of  treatment.  It  is  thought 
that  this  is  mainly  responsible  for  the  fact  that  there  are  no  patients  with 
paresis  in  the  hospital  that  have  the  decubiti  and  contractures  so  frequently 
complicating  this  disease.  Intensive  intravenous  treatment  with  various 
forms  of  arsphenamine  has  appeared  to  give  good  results  in  a  limited  number 
of  cases.  A  small  series  of  cases  treated  with  sulpharsphenamine  intra- 
venously has  responded  with  an  unusually  high  percentage  of  clinical  re- 
missions. In  spite  of  all  treatment  suggested  during  the  past  twelve  years, 
paresis  must  still  be  considered  one  of  the  most  fatal  of  diseases,  if  conclusions 
are  based  upon  the  ultimate  outcome  in  cases  so  far  advanced  as  to  require 
commitment. 

V. 

Psychoses  With  Cerebral  Syphilis 

Cerebral  syphilis  was  the  cause  of  the  first  admission  of  four  men  and 
brought  in  two  men  who  had  received  other  treatment.  One  man  and  one 
woman  were  discharged  as  improved.   One  man  and  one  woman  died. 
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VI. 

Psychoses  With  Huntington's  Chorea 

One  woman  with  mental  illness  secondary  to  Huntington's  chorea  came 
to  the  hospital  for  her  first  period  of  hospital  care.  One  man  and  one  woman 
were  admitted  who  had  received  other  hospital  treatment.  One  woman 
died  with  this  disease. 

VII. 

Psychoses  With  Brain  Tumor 

One  man  was  admitted  to  the  hospital  for  the  first  time  on  account  of 
a  psychosis  with  brain  tumor,  and  died  within  a  month. 

VIII. 

Psychoses  With  Other  Brain  or  Nervous  Diseases 

Four  men  were  admitted  for  their  first  period  of  hospital  treatment 
on  account  of  psychoses  associated  with  various  forms  of  organic  brain  and 
nervous  diseases.  One  recovered  from  the  psychosis;  two  went  home  as 
improved.   One  man  and  one  woman  died. 

IX. 

Alcoholic  Psychoses 

Of  the  first  admissions  4.6%  and  4.2%  of  all  admissions  were  on  account 
of  alcoholic  psychoses.  Twenty-nine  men  and  one  woman  were  admitted 
for  their  first  period  of  hospital  care;  eight  men  had  other  commitments. 
This  number  of  admissions  is  about  1%,  greater  than  during  the  biennial 
periods  ending  in  1920  and  1922;  but  is  5.5%  less  than  the  average  prior  to 
1918.  Eight  men  and  one  woman  were  discharged  as  recovered;  twenty- 
two  men  and  one  woman  as  improved.  Three  men  who  had  been  in  the 
hospital  for  a  minimum  period  of  seven  years  died  of  intercurrent  illnesses. 
It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  in  spite  of  the  presumably  poisonous  quality 
of  the  alcohol  now  sold  that  there  have  been  no  deaths  among  the  patients 
admitted  with  acute  alcoholic  psychoses. 

X. 

Psychoses  Due  to  Drugs  and  Other  Exogenous  Toxins 

One  man  was  admitted  with  a  drug  psychoses  and  died  within  a  month. 
He  had  had  other  periods  of  hospital  care.  One  woman  was  discharged 
unimproved. 

XI. 

Psychoses  With  Pellagra 

No  pellagrins  have  been  admitted  to  the  hospital  and  no  cases  have 
developed  during  the  biennial  period. 
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XII. 

Psychoses  With  Other  Somatic  Diseases 

Of  the  first  admissions  1.5%  and  1.3%  of  all  admissions  were  due  to 
mental  illness  that  was  secondary  to  physical  diseases.  Of  the  first  admis- 
sions, three  were  associated  with  cardio-renal  diseases,  one  with  an  infectious 
disease,  one  with  exhaustion,  and  five  were  due  to  several  interacting  factors. 
Three  men  were  discharged  as  recovered ;  two  men  and  one  woman  went  home 
improved.    Three  men  and  two  women  died. 

XIII. 

Manic  Depressive  Psychoses 

Of  the  first  admissions  4.9%  and  9.6%  of  all  admissions  were  due  to 
various  forms  of  manic  depressive  psychosis.  Seventeen  men  and  fifteen 
women  were  admitted  for  their  first  period  of  hospital  treatment;  fourteen 
men  and  thirty  women  had  been  committed  previously.  Nine  men  and 
eighteen  women  were  discharged  as  restored;  eight  men  and  twenty-five 
women  went  home  improved ;  one  woman  was  removed  unimproved.  Five 
men  and  eight  women  with  this  form  of  mental  disturbance  died. 

XIV. 

Involution  Melancholia 

Of  the  first  admissions  4.1%  and  3.6%  of  all  admissions  were  due  to 
involution  melancholia.  Fourteen  men  and  thirteen  women  were  admitted 
for  their  first  period  of  hospital  care;  one  woman  had  had  another  commit- 
ment. Three  women  were  discharged  as  recovered;  three  men  and  seven 
women  went  home  improved.  The  equal  division  of  this  disease  between 
the  sexes  is  interesting  in  view  of  the  lay  belief  that  these  mid-life  depressions 
are  usually  associated  with  the  menopause  in  women. 

XV. 

Dementia  Praecox 

Of  the  first  admissions  19.6%  and  20%  of  all  admissions  were  diagnosed 
dementia  praecox.  Sixty-nine  men  and  fifty-eight  women  were  admitted 
to  a  hospital  for  the  first  time;  fourteen  men  and  nineteen  women  had  had 
other  commitments.  Three  men  and  three  women  improved  so  much  that 
they  were  considered  recovered  at  the  time  of  their  discharge.  The  question 
as  to  the  possibility  of  recovery  from  a  true  schizophrenic  breakdown  is  still 
a  matter  for  argument.  It  is  recognized  that  there  may  have  been  a  mistake 
in  the  staff  meeting  diagnosis  of  these  cases,  also  that  the  physician  who  made 
the  discharge  record  may  have  erred.  The  fact  remains  that  there  were  six 
patients  with  more  or  less  characteristic  evidences  of  dementia  praecox,  who 
on  leaving  the  hospital  appeared  to  be  normal.  Thirty-five  men  and  six 
women  were  discharged  as  improved;  four  men  and  seven  women  went  home 
unimproved.  Thirty-six  men  and  thirty-three  women  with  this  type  of 
psychosis  died. 
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XVI. 

Paranoia  or  Paranoid  Condition 

Of  the  first  admissions  1.5%  and  of  all  admissions  were  due  to  paranoia 
or  paranoid  conditions.  Seven  men  and  three  women  were  committed  for 
their  first  period  of  hospital  care;  two  women  had  received  other  hospital 
care.  Three  men  and  one  woman  were  discharged  as  improved.  Two  men 
and  two  women  with  this  psychosis  died. 

XVII. 

Epileptic  Psychoses 

Of  the  first  admissions  2.4%  and  2.2%  of  all  admissions  were  due  to  epilep- 
tic psychosis.  Ten  men  and  six  women  were  admitted  for  their  first  period  of 
hospital  treatment;  two  men  had  had  other  commitments.  Eight  men  and 
one  woman  were  discharged  as  improved.  Ten  men  and  seven  women  with 
this  form  of  mental  disorder  died.  All  patients  in  the  hospital  subject  to 
epileptic  seizures  have  been  constantly  treated  with  luminal  or  bromides 
combined  with  luminal.  They  are  also  kept  on  a  special  dietetic  and  hygienic 
regimen.  None  of  these  seriously  affected  patients  have  been  cured,  but 
many  have  been  made  far  more  comfortable. 

XVIII. 

PSYCHONEUROSES  AND  NEUROSES 

Of  the  first  admissions  1.3%  were  due  to  neuroses  and  psychoneuroses. 
Four  men  and  five  women  came  to  the  hospital  for  their  first  period  of  hospital 
care.  One  man  was  discharged  as  recovered;  two  women  were  discharged 
as  improved,  and  two  men  went  home  unimproved. 

XIX. 

Psychoses  With  Constitutional  Psychopathic  Inferiority 

Psychoses  with  psychopathic  personality  caused  the  first  admission  of 
two  men  and  brought  to  the  hospital  one  man  who  had  been  cared  for  in 
another  hospital.  One  man  was  discharged  as  recovered  and  four  men 
were  discharged  as  improved. 

XX. 

Psychoses  With  Mental  Deficiency 

Of  the  first  admissions  3.5%  and  3.7%  of  all  admissions  were  due  to 
psychoses  with  mental  deficiency.  Fourteen  men  and  nine  women  came  for 
their  first  period  of  hospital  treatment;  four  men  and  three  women  had 
had  other  hospital  care.  One  woman  recovered  from  the  psychosis  that 
necessitated  commitment;  eight  men  and  four  women  were  discharged  as 
improved;  one  man  and  one  woman  went  home  unimproved.  Five  men  and 
three  women  with  this  form  of  mental  disorder  died. 
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XXI. 

Undiagnosed  Psychoses 

Of  the  first  admissions  16.1%  and  15.1%  of  all  admissions  were  not 
definitely  diagnosed.  This  means  that  there  was  some  difference  of  opinion 
at  staff  meeting  as  to  the  exact  nature  of  the  illness  or  that  the  symptoms 
observed  did  not  permit  of  classification  in  any  of  the  standard  groups.  Many 
of  these  cases  were  the  personal  reactions  of  unstable  individuals  to  the  stress 
of  unsatisfactory  environment  or  the  troubles  of  life.  Twenty-nine  men 
and  fifty-five  women  were  admitted  for  their  first  period  of  hospital  care; 
seven  men  and  ten  women  had  had  other  commitments.  Five  men  and 
ten  women  were  discharged  as  recovered ;  twenty-five  men  and  sixteen  women 
as  improved;  five  men  and  three  women  unimproved.  Nine  men  and  six 
women  died. 

-  XXII. 

Without  Psychosis 

Of  the  first  admissions  9.1%  and  8.8%  of  all  admissions  were  found  to 
be  without  psychosis.  Thirty-seven  men  and  twenty-two  women  were  ad- 
mitted for  their  first  period  of  hospital  care;  nine  men  and  two  women  had 
had  other  commitments.  Of  these  first  admissions,  one  had  epilepsy  without 
a  psychosis;  four  had  psychopathic  personalities;  nine  were  habitual  drunk- 
ards; ten  were  mental  defectives  without  psychoses;  twelve  were  drug  ad- 
dicts; and  twenty-three  came  for  observation.  Seventeen  men  and  ten 
women  were  discharged  as  recovered;  eight  men  and  three  women  as  im- 
proved; five  men  and  three  women  unimproved.   Two  men  of  this  group  died. 

The  medical  work  has  been  carried  on  with  the  usual  difficulty  resulting 
from  frequent  staff  changes  that  here,  and  in  most  similar  hospitals,  have 
been  too  common  since  the  war.  Nearly  everywhere  it  has  been  difficult 
to  keep  the  proper  ratio  of  physicians  to  patients.  It  is  relatively  easy  to 
secure  the  services  of  young  physicians  for  short  periods  who  will  be  satisfied 
with  such  living  conditions  as  most  hospitals  offer.  Under  supervision  of 
more  experienced  men,  they  can  help  to  keep  up  a  desirable  medical  routine. 
No  hospital  can  depend  solely  upon  such  services.  Older  and  more  experi- 
enced physicians  must  be  permanently  retained  in  the  service  to  ensure 
adequate  medical  work.  To  retain  their  services,  opportunities  for  home 
and  family  life,  comparable  to  that  obtainable  elsewhere  and  in  other  medical 
work,  must  be  furnished  by  hospital  managements  desirous  of  maintaining 
a  medical  service  for  which  apology  is  not  necessary.  Only  rarely  does  the 
recent  medical  graduate  bring  to  his  new  duties  in  psychiatry  any  working 
knowledge  of  the  subject,  however  well  founded  he  may  be  in  general  medi- 
cine. The  special  knowledge  necessary  for  work  satisfactory  to  the  manage- 
ment and  helpful  to  the  patients,  can  be  acquired  only  by  prolonged  experi- 
ence and  personal  contact  with  the  daily  problems  of  actual  ward  service. 
When  a  physician  acquires  a  capacity  for  satisfactory  work  and  leaves  duties 
otherwise  attractive  to  his  tastes  because  he  cannot  have  the  home  life  de- 
sired, the  hospital  loses  a  valuable  asset.  The  shortage  of  qualified  physicians 
makes  it  increasingly  hard  to  supply  the  loss.  Comfortable  home  conditions 
for  the  hospital  physician  and  his  family  will  do  much  to  retain  desirable 
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men  and  to  prevent  the  disorganization  of  medical  work  resulting  from  fre- 
quent staff  changes  in  all  grades  of  medical  service. 

We  have  followed  the  precedent  of  recent  years  in  making  thorough 
physical  and  mental  examinations  of  all  patients,  and  the  application  of 
laboratory  diagnostic  technique  helpful  in  our  cases.  We  have  endeavored 
to  follow  therapeutic  measures  of  proven  value  and  to  try  others  of  doubtful 
efficacy.  Prophylaxis  against  typhoid  fever  and  small-pox  has  been  used 
in  all  admissions  and  to  a  limited  extent  against  diphtheria.  The  hospital 
has  been  kept  free  from  typhoid  since  innoculation  was  adopted  twelve  years 
ago  as  a  routine  measure. 

Surgical  consultation  has  been  secured  in  all  cases  requiring  such  as- 
sistance and  all  imperative  surgery  has  been  performed  at  the  hospital. 
Diseases  of  eye,  ear,  nose  and  throat  requiring  special  attention  have  been 
referred  to  a  consultant.  We  have  also  continued  our  custom  of  welcoming 
the  visits  of  any  reputable  physician,  whom  the  family  of  a  patient  might 
desire  to  have  in  consultation. 

Hydrotherapy  and  massage  have  been  in  continuous  use,  the  prolonged 
warm  bath,  packs  and  douche-room  treatments  being  used  extensively. 

Occupational  therapy,  as  employed  here  for  twenty  years,  should  be 
developed  to  a  point  of  greater  usefulness  to  both  patients  and  the  hospital. 
Plans  to  extend  this  work  to  include  more  than  the  relatively  small  number 
of  patients  hitherto  engaged  are  under  consideration  and  when  we  are  able 
to  secure  more  funds  than  are  required  for  bare  necessities,  this  important 
development  in  the  treatment  of  mental  cases  will  be  effected. 

The  dental  service  has  been  greatly  developed.  Commodious  quarters 
equipped  with  two  operating  units,  X-Ray  machine  and  all  accessories  requisite 
for  ordinary  treatments  have  been  provided.  A  dental  intern  has  been  added 
to  the  force,  and  we  have  had  for  some  months  the  gratuitous  service  of  a 
competent  oral  hygienist.  This  new  service  has  been  operating  for  five 
months  and  a  Hst  of  the  work  performed  in  that  time  is  appended:

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A  new  index  system  including  complete  dental  examinations  and  oper- 
ative records  was  installed  in  January,  1924,  since  which  time  a  thorough 
dental  examination  of  every  patient  in  the  hospital  has  been  made,  including 
new  admissions. 

Social  service  activities  are  being  continued  and  over  four  hundred 
cases  have  been  investigated  during  the  biennium.  This  work  could  be 
extended  most  advantageously  if  funds  were  available.  The  social  worker 
brings  to  the  medical  staff  information  not  otherwise  obtainable,  that  is 
necessary  for  proper  consideration  of  many  cases.  Of  equal  importance  she 
keeps  paroled  patients  and  their  families  in  touch  with  the  hospital,  often 
to  the  great  comfort  of  the  former. 

Since  the  last  report,  our  extra-mural  service,  hitherto  largely  confined 
to  neuro-psychiatric  cases  referred  to  us  by  Warren  County  agencies,  has 
been  extended  to  furnishing  a  consultant  at  the  Erie  Dispensary,  where 
ideal  conditions  exist  for  giving  the  required  aid.  The  large  corps  of  con- 
sultants, excellent  social  service  and  adequate  quarters  supply  every  require- 
ment necessary  for  our  special  work. 

Members  of  the  staff  have  made  a  careful  survey  of  the  Warren  Schools 
examining  several  hundred  children  referred  to  them  for  psychometric  test- 
ing and  general  examination.  This  service  is  also  supplied  to  the  school  for 
retarded  pupils  in  Erie.  A  clinic  for  neuropsychiatric  cases  will  be  started 
at  Bradford  this  fall.  It  is  hardly  feasible  to  undertake  more  duties  in  this 
field  until  the  shortage  of  maintenance  funds,  so  often  mentioned  in  recent 
years,  can  be  remedied.

Training  School  for  Nurses 

Amy  L.  MacLaren,  R.  N.,  Superintendent  of  Nurses  for  eleven  years, 
secured  a  richly  deserved  promotion  by  appointment  as  Superintendent  of 
the  Warren  General  Hospital.  Her  long  service  was  marked  by  a  constant 
effort  to  promote  the  best  interests  of  the  hospital  and  the  young  women 
in  training.  Louise  Miller,  R.  N.,  a  graduate  of  the  school,  has  been  appomted 
to  fill  the  vacancy.  In  common  with  most  hospitals  of  this  character,  the 
greatest  difficulty  in  conducting  a  training  school  follows  the  dearth  of  suitable 
appUcants,  fully  prepared  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  State  Board  for 
Registration  of  Nurses.  The  arrangement  for  affiliation  with  Hamot  Hos- 
pital Erie,  Pa.,  providing  that  one-third  of  the  three  year  course  shall  be 
spent  in  the  service  of  that  hospital,  continues  to  furnish  in  a  most  satis- 
factory manner  the  experience  and  training  required  to  supplement  that 
given  at  the  hospital.

Farm  and  Garden 

The  yield  of  farm  and  garden  crops  for  the  past  two  years  has  about 
equalled  the  average  of  recent  years.  Milk  production  has  fallen  somewhat 
due  to  contagious  abortion  in  the  herd.  During  the  last  year  an  epidemic 
of  hog  cholera  caused  the  death  of  one  hundred  and  fifty-eight  hogs  despite 
the  immediate  use  of  preventive  innoculation.  Routine  immunization 
treatment  has  been  adopted  as  a  permanent  procedure  with  no  recurrence 
of  the  disease.  The  herd  has  been  tested  for  tuberculosis  at  stated  intervals 
and  remains  free  from  infection. 

In  all  work  relating  to  disease  among  animals  we  have  had  the  valued 
help  and  advice  of  the  State  Veterinarian,  Dr.  T.  E.  Munce  and  his  assist- 
ants, Drs.  Turner,  Marshall  and  Hendricks,  to  all  whom  the  hospital  is 
greatly  indebted  for  valuable  service  generously  given  for  many  years.  Prof. 
H.  D.  Munroe  of  the  Extension  Department  of  State  College  and  Dr.  E.  L. 
Stubbs  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  were  both  called  upon  for  consulta- 
tion and  advice  in  matters  relating  to  their  individual  duties  and  visited  the 
hospital  to  give  the  benefit  of  their  trained  experience. 


Finances 

During  the  past  year  hospital  receipts  from  the  state  for  maintenance 
of  indigent  patients  were  reduced  22%  from  the  amount  we  should  have 
received,  had  the  authorized  board  rate  for  indigent  patients  been  allowed. 
By  incurring  no  expenses  not  imperatively  demanded  we  have  been  able  to 
keep  expenses  down  to  the  required  level.  This  hospital  received  the  sum 
of  $6,000  from  the  last  legislature  for  special  appropriations  and  it  has  been 
expended  under  directions  of  your  Board. 

The  Legislatures  of  1917,  1919  and  1921  were  obliged  to  meet  deficits 
in  running  expenses  of  all  State  Hospitals,  as  board  rates  were  not  increased 
while  prices  for  labor  and  supplies  soared.  At  each  of  these  legislative  ses- 
sions the  hospital  officers  were  requested  to  avoid  all  expense  not  absolutely 
necessary  for  running,  in  the  expectation  that  matters  would  improve  and 
the  succeeding  session  would  provide  more  generously.  We  met  the  requests 
literally  as  can  be  demonstrated  by  comparison  of  appropriation  figures. 
As  a  result,  there  has  been  no  expansion  of  hospital  facilities.  Repairs  and 
replacements  have  fallen  far  below  conservative  needs,  and  equipment  needs 
are  large.  For  reasonable  development  of  the  hospital,  renovation  of  exist- 
ing buildings,  replacements  and  needed  equipment,  appropriations  for  the 
following  list  should  be  requested:

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 


June  1.  1926. 

To  Ellen  C.  Potter,  M.  D.,  Secretary  of  Welfare,  Harrisburg,  Pa. 
Madam: 

In  compliance  with  the  law,  the  Trustees  of  the  Warren  State  Hospital 
present  their  biennial  report  for  the  period  ending  May  31, 1926,  and  appended 
hereto  are  the  reports  of  the  Superintendent,  Steward  and  Treasurer  contammg 
detailed  account  of  the  hospital  operations. 

The  problems  presented  by  over-crowded  wards,  especially  in  the  women's 
department,  have  been  steadily  increasing  for  years.  Excepting  for  a  small 
building  for  contagious  diseases,  there  has  been  no  new  construction  for 
patients  since  1909,  while  there  has  been  a  continuous  increase  in  theu"  num- 
ber. The  hospital  population  has  been  kept  within  its  present  figures  only 
by  a  liberal  use  of  the  parole  system  and  obligatory  refusal  of  requests  for 
admission  of  patients  residing  in  counties  outside  of  our  hospital  district. 

The  hospital  need  for  a  building  to  accommodate  acute  cases  is  greater 
than  ever.  The  sum  of  $150,000  appropriated  by  the  1917  Legislature  for 
the  specific  purpose  of  providing  a  modern  reception  hospital  group  for  100 
patients  could  not  be  expended  at  that  time  because  of  war  conditions.  A 
later  Legislature  re-appropriated  the  same  sum  making  it  available  until 
used.  The  type  of  building  for  which  the  appropriation  was  made  will  now 
cost  more  than  twice  the  amount  available,  which  was  estimated  upon  pre- 
war costs.  We  continue  to  urge  the  necessity  for  a  supplementary  appropri- 
ation to  give  the  hospital  this  long  needed  addition. 

Acting  upon  request  of  the  Department,  a  budget  estimate  of  appropri- 
ation needs  was  prepared  and  submitted  for  consideration  before  the  1925 
legislative  meeting.    Summarized  the  needs  were  given  as  follows: 

New  Buildings  $289,000.00 

Changes  in  existing  buildings   107,100.00 

New  Equipment   153,200.00 

General  Repairs   21.000.00 

jOTAL   -  $570,300.00 

This  estimate  represented  actual  needs  for  increasing  accommodations 
for  patients  and  employees  and  for  replacements  or  renovations  necessitated 
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by  many  years  of  enforced  economy,  when  income  was  not  proportionate  to 
needs.  In  view  of  the  overwhelming  request  for  funds  the  hospital  was 
fortunate  to  secure  $140,000  in  the  budget  appropriation  for  the  purposes 
indicated  in  the  above  mentioned  summary.  New  building  was  limited  to 
erection  of  a  carpenter  shop  while  the  rest  of  the  appropriation  is  being  ex- 
pended under  the  regulations  of  the  several  Departments  having  supervisory 
authority  of  hospital  matters.  Something  over  $25,000  will  be  required  from 
this  appropriation  to  make  changes  in  our  old  buildings  to  conform  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Department  of  Labor  and  Industry  in  correcting  con- 
ditions involving  possible  hazards  to  persons  or  property. 

Since  1921  the  hospital  has  kept  annual  expenses  within  allotted  income. 
In  the  earlier  period  when  deficits  were  incurred  by  all  institutions,  those  of 
this  hospital  were  kept  to  the  lowest  possible  figure  largely  by  neglecting 
ordinary  repairs.  Their  accumulation  necessitated  delayed  expenditure  for 
which  current  income  was  not  adequate.  The  hospital  received  but  $6,000 
in  special  appropriation  from  the  1923  Legislature.  Little  could  be  accomp- 
lished with  this  sum.  To  meet  the  conditions  a  special  appropriation  of 
$40,000  for  general  repairs,  granted  by  the  last  Legislature,  is  being  expended 
under  approval  of  the  Department. 

A  budget  estimate  of  appropriation  needs  based  upon  figures  given  above 
will  be  presented  later. 

The  medical  and  nursing  service  of  the  hospital  has  been  conducted 
during  the  biennial  period,  as  in  recent  years,  with  less  than  the  usual  difificulty 
in  maintaining  personnel.  The  medical  staff  has  met  the  increasing  call  for 
free  consultation  services  to  the  best  of  its  ability.  Any  considerable  extension 
of  its  work  with  clinics,  schools  and  homes  for  children  would  require  addition 
to  the  medical  staff.  The  often  expressed  appreciation  of  these  services 
is  an  ample  reward  for  the  work  in  thus  increasing  the  service  rendered  to 
the  community. 

Tables  showing  admissions  and  discharges  for  both  years  of  the  biennium, 
with  a  chart  giving  percentages  showing  the  ratio  of  various  psychoses  to 
admissions,  discharges  and  deaths,  are  attached. 

We  desire  to  express  hearty  approval  of  the  classification  of  positions 
held  by  state  institution  employees  and  believe  it  will  have  a  permanent 
beneficial  effect  upon  hospital  service.  The  requirement  for  various  grades 
of  employment,  with  provision  at  discretion  of  the  hospital  management 
for  increase  of  compensation  from  minimum  to  maximum  amount  for  each 
grade,  will  allow  sufficient  latitude  for  consideration  of  individual  cases  in 
each  hospital,  and  result  in  a  state-wide  uniformity  in  the  matter  of  compensa- 
tion that  is  most  desirable.    The  changes  recommended  and  applied  in  the 
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case  of  our  300  employees  have  increased  the  amount  expended  for  wages 
about  $25,000  annually  of  which  future  budget  estimates  must  take  account. 
The  compensation  now  given  for  hospital  employees  is  lower  than  that  given 
in  general  employment  elsewhere  at  the  present  time,  but  the  timely  in- 
crease taken  into  consideration  with  the  benefits  accruing  from  the  pro- 
vision of  the  Retirement  Act  now  in  force  will  tend  to  materially  stabilize 
the  hospital  working  force  and  improve  the  service.  Since  adoption  of  these 
changes,  Pennsylvania  takes  equal  rank  with  the  most  progressive  states 
in  the  treatment  of  its  employees.  We  are  pleased  to  report  gradually  in- 
creasing average  length  of  services  in  recent  years  with  consequent  reduction 
of  changes. 

Careful  attention  to  all  requirements  of  the  several  State  Departments 
having  oversight  of  hospital  functions  has  been  given  promptly.  We  are 
pleased  to  report  our  belief  that  the  management  of  hospital  business,  includ- 
ing maintenance  charges,  special  appropriations  and  farming  operations  has 
been  efficiently  conducted  and  in  keeping  with  code  provisions. 

The  successful  outcome  of  the  biennial  work  is  largely  due  to  the  untiring 
and  able  service  of  Dr.  H.  W.  Mitchell  and  his  staff  of  workers.  We  wish  to 
record  our  high  appreciation  of  this  service.  The  trustees  desire  to  extend 
to  yourself  and  others  in  your  Department  hearty  thanks  for  your  helpful 
attitude  and  for  the  uniform  courtesy  accorded  representatives  of  our  msti-

Staff  meetings  are  held  four  times  weekly  at  which  all  new  admissions 
are  examined  and  the  question  of  parole  or  discharge  <^«7f^^^^  J^.^^^^'^; 
of  improved  or  recovered  patients.  The  classification  of  the  psychoses  by 
this  method  is  demonstrated  in  the  following  discussion: 

I. 

Traumatic  Psychoses 
One  male  patient  came  to  the  hospital  with  mental  disturbance  secondary 
to  cranial  injury;  one  was  discharged  improved;  none  died. 
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II. 

Senile  Psychoses 

Of  the  first  admissions  7.7%  and  7.3%  of  all  admissions  were  due  to  the 
atrophic  type  of  senile  decay.  Twenty-eight  men  and  twenty-one  women 
came  to  the  hospital  for  the  first  time,  four  men  and  one  woman  had  received 
treatment  previously.  Three  men  and  seven  women  were  discharged  im- 
proved, two  women  unimproved.    Thirty  men  and  thirty-one  women  died. 

III. 

Psychoses  With  Cerebral  Arteriosclerosis 

Of  the  first  admissions  7.7%,  and  7.1%  of  all  admissions  were  on  account 
of  psychoses  with  cerebral  arteriosclerosis.  Thirty-four  men  and  fifteen 
women  came  as  first  admissions,  three  men  had  been  previously  cared  for  at 
the  hospital.  Two  men  were  admitted  on  account  of  a  mild  confusional 
condition  that  disappeared  after  a  short  period  of  treatment.  At  the  end  of 
the  parole  period  they  were  living  at  home  free  from  mental  symptoms  so 
were  listed  as  recovered.  Four  men  and  one  woman  were  discharged  im- 
proved.   Thirty-seven  men  and  ten  women  died. 

IV. 

General  Paralysis 

Of  the  first  admissions  9.9%  and  9.4%  of  all  admissions  were  due  to 
general  paralysis.  Fifty-four  men  and  nine  women  came  to  the  hospital 
for  the  first  time,  six  men  had  been  treated  before.  Four  men  and  one  woman 
were  discharged  improved,  four  men  unimproved.  Fifty-six  men  and  nine 
women  died. 

V. 

Psychoses  With  Cerebral  Syphilis 

Of  the  first  admissions  1.2%  and  1.1%  of  all  admissions  were  on  account 
of  non-paretic  types  of  neurosyphilis.  Five  men  and  three  women  came  as 
first  admissions,  none  who  had  been  previously  treated  were  admitted.  One 
man  was  discharged  improved.    Four  men  and  one  woman  died. 

VI. 

Psychoses  With  Huntington's  Chorea 

No  patients  with  Huntington's  Chorea  were  admitted  or  discharged 
during  the  biennium.    Three  men  and  one  woman  died. 

VII. 

Psychoses  With  Brain  Tumor 

One  man  was  admitted  and  died  during  the  binenial  period  due  to  mental 
trouble  associated  with  a  large  diffuse  brain  tumor. 
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VIII. 

Psychoses  With  Other  Brain  and  Nervous  Diseases 

Of  the  first  admissions  2.2%  and  2.4%  of  all  admissions  were  due  to 
psychoses  associated  with  various  forms  of  organic  brain  and  nervous  dis- 
eases. Eight  men  and  six  women  came  for  their  first  period  of  hospital  care, 
three  men  and  one  woman  had  received  previous  treatment.  Four  men 
were  discharged  improved,  two  men  and  two  women  unimproved.  Five 
men  and  two  women  died. 

IX. 

Alcoholic  Psychoses 

Of  the  first  admissions  4.2%,  and  4.3%  of  all  admissions  were  on  account 
of  mental  disturbances  secondary  to  the  use  of  alcohol.  Twenty-four  men 
and  three  women  came  as  first  admissions,  five  men  had  been  previously 
committed.  Twelve  men  and  one  woman  were  discharged  recovered,  five 
men  and  one  woman  improved.    Four  men  and  two  women  died. 

X. 

Psychoses  Due  to  Drugs  and  Other  Exogenous  Toxins 

One  man  and  one  woman  were  admitted  for  the  first  time  on  account 
of  mental  trouble  secondary  to  the  use  of  drugs,  there  were  no  readmissions. 
One  man  was  discharged  recovered.    One  man  died. 

XI. 

Psychoses  With  Pellagra 
No  pellagrins  have  been  admitted  and  no  cases  have  developed  among 
the  resident  patients  of  the  hospital. 

XII. 

Psychoses  With  Somatic  Diseases 

Of  the  first  admissions  2.2%  and  2%  of  all  admissions  were  due  to  psy- 
choses secondary  to  various  forms  of  physical  illness.  Seven  men  and  seven 
women  came  for  their  first  period  of  hospital  treatment,  one  man  had  been 
previously  admitted.  One  man  was  discharged  recovered.  Six  men  and 
two  women  died. 

XIII. 

Manic  Depressive  Psychoses 

Of  the  first  admissions  7.6%  and  10.6%  of  all  admissions  were  on  account 
of  the  various  types  of  manic  depressive  psychoses.  Nineteen  men  and 
twenty-nine  women  were  admitted  for  the  first  time,  six  men  and  twenty-four 
women  had  been  previously  treated  at  the  hospital.  Fifteen  men  and  six- 
teen women  were  discharged  recovered,  two  men  and  twelve  women  improved. 
Five  men  and  ten  women  died. 
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XIV. 

Involution  Melancholia 

Of  the  first  admissions  3.6%  and  3.2%  of  all  admissions  were  due  to 
involutional  melancholia.  Five  men  and  eighteen  women  came  to  the  hos- 
pital for  the  first  time,  one  woman  had  been  treated  before.  One  man  and 
two  women  were  discharged  recovered,  two  men  and  one  woman  improved. 
Three  men  and  six  women  died, 

XV. 

Dementia  Praecox 

Of  the  first  admissions  10.1%,  and  12.8%,  of  all  admissions  were  due  to 
dementia  praecox.  Fifty-two  men  and  twenty-two  women  were  admitted 
for  the  first  time,  twelve  men  and  seven  women  had  been  previously  cared 
for  at  the  hospital.  Forty-four  men  and  twenty  women  were  discharged 
improved,  six  men  unimproved.    Thirty-three  men  and  forty  women  died. 

XVI. 

Paranoia  and  Paranoid  Conditions 

Of  the  first  admissions  3.3%  and  3.2%  of  all  admissions  were  due  to 
paranoia  and  paranoid  conditions.  Fourteen  men  and  seven  women  came 
to  the  hospital  for  the  first  time,  two  men  and  one  woman  had  been  previously 
treated.  Five  men  and  two  women  were  discharged  improved,  one  man  and 
one  woman  unimproved.    One  woman  died. 

XVII. 

Epileptic  Psychoses 

Of  the  first  admissions  3.4%  and  3.2%  of  all  admissions  were  on  account 
of  psychoses  associated  with  epilepsy.  Thirteen  men  and  nine  women  were 
admitted  for  the  first  time,  two  men  had  been  cared  for  previously.  Three 
men  and  two  women  were  discharged  improved,  one  man  unimproved.  One 
man  with  slight  mental  disturbance  has  been  able  to  resume  an  active  busines 
career  and  for  over  a  year  has  been  entirely  free  from  psychic  abnormality. 
Nine  men  and  nine  women  died. 

XVIII. 

Psychoneuroses  and  Neuroses 

Two  percent  of  the  first  and  of  all  admissions  were  on  account  of  psy- 
choneuroses and  neuroses.  Six  men  and  seven  women  were  admitted  for 
their  first  period  of  treatment,  one  man  and  one  woman  had  been  previously 
committed.  Three  men  and  four  women  were  discharged  recovered,  one  man 
and  two  women  improved-    There  have  been  no  deaths  in  this  group. 

XIX. 

Psychoses  With  Psychopathic  Personality 

Of  the  first  admissions  1.2%  and  1.5%  of  all  admissions  were  on  account 
of  psychoses  with  psychopathic  personality.    Three  men  and  five  women 
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were  first  admissions,  two  men  and  one  woman  had  been  treated  previously. 
One  man  and  two  women  were  discharged  recovered,  four  men  and  two 
women  improved,  one  woman  unimproved.    Two  men  died. 


XX. 


Psychoses  With  Ment.ai  Deficiency 
Of  the  first  admissions  4.7%  and  4.5%  of  all  admissions  were  on  account 
of  psychoses  associated  with  mental  deficiency.  Fourteen  men  and  sixteen 
women  came  as  first  admissions,  one  man  and  two  women  had  been  previously 
committed  Three  men  and  three  women  were  discharged  recovered,  seven 
men  and  three  women  improved.    Thirteen  men  and  three  women  died. 

XXI. 

Undiagnosed  Psychoses 
Of  the  first  admissions  11.5%  and  12.7%  of  all  admissions  were  not 
definitely  diagnosed.  Thirty-six  men  and  forty-eight  women  were  first 
admissions,  two  men  and  six  women  had  been  previously  observed  Ml  the 
patients  classified  under  this  heading  were  considered  to  be  mentally  lU  but 
the  exact  type  of  the  disorder  could  not  be  agreed  upon  during  the  staff  dis- 
cussions A  considerable  portion  of  this  group  is  accounted  for  by  patients 
brought  to  the  hospital  in  a  moribund  condition  and  dying  before  information 
concerning  their  illness  could  be  obtamed  from  them  or  their  friends  and  by 
non-English  speaking  patients.  Nine  men  and  twelve  women  were  discharged 
recovered  seventeen  men  and  twenty-four  women  improved,  one  man  and 
four  women  unimproved.    Seventeen  men  and  sixteen  women  died. 

XX. 

Without  Psychosis 

Of  the  first  admissions  12.2%  and  10.1%  of  all  admissions  were  without 
nsvchosis  Fifty-four  men  and  twenty-six  women  were  first  admissions, 
one  man  and  three  women  had  been  observed  previously.  Forty-four  men 
and  nineteen  women  were  discharged  recovered,  eleven  men  and  three  women 
improved,  two  men  unimproved.    Two  men  and  one  woman  died. 

Medical  work  of  the  hospital  has  closely  followed  the  routine  practice 
of  recent  years.  We  have  made  consistent  efforts  to  secure  family  and  per- 
sonal histories  m  all  cases,  to  give  each  patient  a  careful  Phy^^al  survey^ 
using  all  available  laboratory  diagnostic  technique  and  to  give  the  indicated 
treatment  for  medical  and  surgical  conditions.  Frequent  call  is  made  upon 
the  services  of  our  surgical  consultants  for  operative  treatment  of  all  acute 
surgical  conditions  that  require  such  aid.  Particular  attention  has  been 
given  to  removal  of  focal  infections  in  mouth  and  throat  conditions. 

Neuro-psychiatric  studies  of  patients  have  been  carefully  checked  by 
thestaff  meeting  method  and  treatment  of  the  case  given  by  use  of  the  best  nieans 
at  our  disposal.  Constant  efforts  are  being  made  to  render  aid  to  both  the 
patient  and  friends  in  the  case  of  all  paroled  or  discharged  cases.  Follow-up 
work  is  carried  on  by  correspondence  with  the  family,  or  by  visits  of  a  field 
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worker,  and  satisfactory  co-operation  is  obtained  in  a  iiigh  percentage  of  total 
cases  with  the  freely  expressed  appreciation  of  friends  for  the  help  thus  ren- 
dered. 

Free  use  is  made  of  hydro-therapy,  massage  and  occupational  therapy. 
The  scope  of  the  latter  has  been  enlarged  very  materially  in  the  last 
biennium,  now  being  extended  to  both  male  and  female  services  under  direc- 
tion of  a  trained  worker  with  several  assistants. 

The  dental  department  has  greatly  exceeded  the  work  of  any  previous 
period  as  shown  by  the  following  table:

Out-Patient  Clinics 

At  the  weekly  Hospital  Clinic  ninety-seven  new  cases  have  been  studied 
by  combination  of  clinical,  psychometric  and  laboratory  methods  as  required. 

The  hospital  furnishes  a  neuro-psychiatric  consultant  to  the  Erie  General 
Dispensary,  where  most  satisfactory  conditions  are  found  for  medical  work, 
as  the  services  of  specialists  in  the  various  fields  of  medical  work  are  obtainable 
as  required  and  competent  field  workers  follow  up  cases.  During  the  period 
covered  by  this  report,  one  hundred  and  twenty-six  new  cases  were  studied. 

At  the  Rotary  Club  Clinics  held  in  Erie  and  Warren,  all  cases  referred 
by  the  surgeons  in  charge  for  neurological  study  were  examined  by  a  hospital 
consultant. 

At  an  Erie  Public  School  Clinic  for  retarded  and  defective  children, 
one  hundred  and  nine  new  cases  were  given  neuro-psychiatric  examinations

Schools  of  Warren,  Kane,  and  Bradford,  while  forty-two  children  in  the 
B'nai  Brith  Children's  Home  of  Erie  were  given  a  careful  study. 

In  all  f^ve  hundred  and  six  new  cases  were  examined  and  a  larger  number 
of  cases  seen  for  follow-up  examination  and  advice.  Perhaps  no  other  work 
of  the  hospital  is  so  fully  appreciated  as  indicated  by  the  generous  thanks 
given  by  those  interested  in  the  care  and  development  of  these  patients.

The 
hospital  was  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  Frances  Kennedy,  R.  N.,  a 
graduate  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  Department  of  Nervous  and  Mental 
Diseases  Training  School,  to  carry  on  the  work  during  the  current  year.  The 
school  work  and  nursing  service  have  been  capably  conducted  under  her  super- 
vision. Through  a  very  satisfactory  arrangement  for  affiliation  with  the 
Hamot  Hospital  of  Erie,  Pa.,  the  hospital  is  able  to  be  registered  as  an  ac- 
credited school  by  the  Pennsylvania  State  Board  of  Examiners  for  the  Regis- 
tration of  Nurses.  All  graduates  of  the  school  must  complete  one  year's 
service  at  the  Hamot  Hospital  during  the  three  year  course.  There  has 
recently  been  a  satisfactory  number  of  suitable  applications  for  admission 
to  the  training  school,  and  the  hospital  continues  to  have  the  services  of  many 
graduate  nurses.

Hennery  products  showed  an  agreeable  uner  ase 
ast  year.  Milk  production  is  stUl  below  average  as  a  resuk  of  aborUon 
tee  ment^oned'in  the  last  report.  The  disease  - J^^-^^^  ^idd  ng  o 
measures  taken  for  its  control.  Repeated  serological  tests  of  the  entire  herd 
fhow  nishing  number  of  reactors,  and  the  partial  quarantine  steps  ad- 
vised by  thSe  Veterinarian  are  being  followed.  No  tuberculous  animals 
have  been  detected  by  careful  tests.  The  practice  of  inoculating  against 
'h  rchrats  being  continued  with  the  desired  results.  As  in  previous^ 
the  State  Veterinarian,  Dr.  T.  E.  Munce  and  his  assistants,  Drs  Hendr  cks, 
Marsha  1  Turner  and  Fritz,  have  been  constant  and  painstakmg  m  their 
7ortt  aid  the  hospital  in  all  matters  that  came  withm  their  province. 

Reiving  upon  the  aid  of  State  College  representatives,  standards  for 
feeds  seeds  and  fertiUzers  have  been  adopted  for  use  by  all  the  state  msti- 
t?'o;s  and  a  constant  effort  will  be  made  to  profit  by  the  best  agricultural 
teaching  available. 

Finances 

The  hospital  has  operated  without  deficit  for  any  year  dnce  1921_  when 
the  maintenance  rate  was  established  at  the  ^^^^f.^j;^^^^^^^^^^^^^ 
last  fiscal  year  we  received  48%  of  the  amount  provided  he  ^  a^^^^^^^^^  ^ 
vear  period  and  the  state  income  for  the  present  year  will  be  increased  ap 
SoxiSdv  $15  000.
